The Court must
look to any legidative changes needed related to payroll deduction for leased spaces. It
needs to be made clear that thisis a dedicated fee that can be used only for parking
purposes, and that the estimates be turned into the Auditor for potentia certification related
to the $75,000.00 that the taxpayers now spend for leasing spaces in the downtown area.
This committee would look at any extraideas about decentralization and getting more
vehicles out of the downtown area, and offer solutions and partnerships that can involve
Capital Metro, related to van pooling and other kinds of ride solutions. This fee would not
be automaticaly renewed year to year. The Commissioners Court will review the parking
policy on an annua basis. This does include take home vehiclesin terms of who would be
charged. Elected and Appointed Officials would aso be paying for their parking spaces.
